Remington BR shooters alert. Good 
brass is coming! At long last you will be 
able to obtain good brass without all the 
fuss and bother of the forming die situa- 
tion of the present. 

Just before Christmas Howard 
Meadows called me and gave me some 
particulars. It looks like this: 

Bell Extrusion Laboratories, Ltd. will 
be making the brass from Federal 
manufactured cups. They will be formed 
to 6mm BR specifications with .013 thick 
neck walls. This will allow for turning to 
individual needs. The cases will be 
formed but will require a minor amount 
of fireforming to the individual chamber. 

The cases will have a .062 flashhole 
but it can be cut out to .080 for those 
who care to do it. They will carry B & D 
6mm BR on the headstamp to identify 
the B & D Sport Shop which Mr. 
Meadows operates, as well as the basic 
caliber. 

Delivery is anticipated for the 1979 
shooting season. A sample run may be 
done by April with the rest in time for the 
shooting season. 

There is a bit more information avail- 
able but this should prime the pump and 
get the interest working again. We will 
keep you posted when the material 
becomes available. It is good news for 
the BR fans. 

Elsewhere in this issue Fred Sinclair 
reveals some tests which he conducted 
with bore cleaning agents. It is very in- 
teresting. | will not spoil his story but 
want to suggest that you give it a hard 
look. It tells us something.

| seldom get on the soapbox and ex- 
pound on great ideas but | am going to 
make an exception in this issue. There 
are times when an idea dies because of 
no discussion or exposure. | am offering 
the following as an idea worth a lot of 
thought. 

All of us are aware that the Heavy 
Bench rifle is not the most active class in 
IBS competition. There are many opi- 
nions as to why this is true. We will not 
get into all of them here for we do not 
have enough pages to settle that point. 
What | am proposing is a solution to the 
problem. 

To skirt the problem a bit, we are all 
aware that we now have one 10-1/2 
pound class, the Sporter. Effectively, the 
6mm has just about wiped out the Light 
Varmint. With that as a base we do not 
really have a 3 Gun Aggregate; just a 2 
Gun Aggregate fired over 3 courses of 
fire. The 10-1/2 pounders need a good 
look and a definite revision to bring 
things back to practicality and honesty. 
Herein lies the solution. 

Why not eliminate the Light Varmint 
(or change the name to one that in- 
cluded both LV & Sporter in 10-1/2 
pound) and run the 3 gun Aggregate this 
way: Sporter, Heavy Varmint and Heavy 
Bench. 

We now have an honest 3 Gun Ag- 
gregate, fired with 3 different rifles. The 
result would be interesting. 

Not only would it solve the 3 Gun 
problem as it now stands but it would 
also revive the Heavy Bench class as it 
would be necessary to get to the 3 Gun 
Aggregate. We could solve both prob- 
lems with the same move. 

| have been thinking about this situa- 
tion for some time and this appears to be 
the most logical move. | am aware that 
some benchresters are not that logical 
and may not agree with the proposal but 
| still think that it is worth a look or two 
in the hope that something may come of 
it. 

To follow the theme a bit further read 
the column by Ann Brummell. The 
Australians follow this somewhat as the 
Heavy Gun is part of their national pro- 
gram and it is not suffering for shooters.

25 Years Ago 


@ Membership ballots on the question of 
accepting or rejecting an NRA offer to 
hold the 1954 bench rest champion- 
ship matches at Camp Perry were 
counted. 464 shooters voted in favor 
of giving Perry a try, while 42 voted no. 
Apparently this was only a green light 
for the directors to proceed looking in- 
to the offer, not a mandatory directive. 

e@ “Crawf”’ Hollidge was officially cred- 
ited with firing a new ten shot world 
record target at 100 yards. It measured 
.267"’, easily displacing Olive Walker’s 
existing .326’’ record set in 1952. Col. 
Hollidge shot the group with an 18 
pound .219 Donaldson Wasp with 
Mauser action, Buhmiller barrel and 
60 grain bullets made in Biehler and 
Astles dies. At about this time, just 
about every shooter had to have a set 
of B&A dies so that he could roll his 
own bullets. 

@L.£. (Sam) Wilson described his new 
rifle stocking system in great detail. It 
may have been one of the first, or at 
least one of the earliest, experiments 
in supporting the works by the barrel 
alone, leaving the action free floating. 
He accomplished this by milling a 
channel the full length of a 38” piece 
of mahogany 2x4. The barrel was sus- 
pended in this channel by an adjusta- 
ble threaded trunnion on one end and 
a three point clamping arrangement 
on the other.

PRODUCT UP-DATE 
Lee Unitized Priming Tool 
Bonanza Pistol Powder Measure 
Oehler Skyscreens 


The Unitized priming tool made by Lee 
Custom Engineering, Inc. was reported 
on by our editor in the September issue 
of P.S. Since then | have had a chance to 
try this little priming tool and check 
results with the B-Square primer seating 
gage. This priming tool is made for 127 
different cases, including the 22 and 
6mm PPC. 

The first attempts at priming with this 
new model Lee tool were somewhat dis- 


appointing when checked with the. 


primer seating gage. Primers were stick- 
ing up above the head of the case .001”. 
To get the primers below the head of the 
case, the handle has to be pressed hard 
enough to flex the plastic which | was at 
first reluctant to do for fear of breaking 
something. Further priming was done 
with several makes of brass and primer 
combinations, pressing hard enough to

visually see the handle bend 
very slightly during seating. The results 
were then most satisfactory. For exam- 
ple, fifty .222 Remington cases were 
primed with Federal primers. The fifty 
cases checked out for a total seating er- 
ror of .0005”, the average .002’’ below 
the level of the head of the case. The ma- 
jority of these cases checked out with a 
zero error. This is about the best results | 
have seen with priming tools that do not 
use the co-ax system. 

There was no indication of excessive 
wear or any damage by the flexing of the 
handle. This is a fine little tool for $3.98. 
See your dealer and try one. 


A reloading accessory manufactured 
by Bonanza Sports Mfg. has been given 
a good work out. It is their Bullseye 
Pistol Powder Measure. Basically, it is 
designed for throwing Hercules Bullseye 
powder but it can be used with other 
pistol powders as well. 

Individual rotors bored for different 
amounts of Bullseye powder are avail- 
able for anumber of different loads. With 
the measure, in addition to a parts list, is 
a chart that can be used as a guide for 
other powders. The chart lists figures for

twenty one powders in addition to 
Bullseye. Nine rotors are available and, 
in addition, a blank rotor that has been 
drilled with a pilot hole can be ordered 
so that the handloader can open a cavity 
that will throw a pet load. 

The first check was made with the 2.5 
grain rotor with Bullseye powder. The 
particular lot of powder checked out on 
the scale at 2.6 grains. This can be ex- 
pected since each lot of powder of the 
same number may have some slight 
difference in volume-weight ratios. The 
uniformity of charges thrown was spec- 
tacular. Checked on two different 
powder scales, no error could be 
detected. 

Next, the measure was filled with Uni- 
que powder. The chart indicates that the 
2.5 rotor should also throw 2.5 grains of 
Unique. Double charges were thrown to 
obtain a load of 5.0 grains and that is ex- 
actly what the scales indicated. Triple 
charges were 7.5 grains with only a 
slight error indicated on the scale and 
well under 1/10 grain total error. Multi- 
charges were also checked with 2400 ri- 
fle powder with the same excellent 
results. 

If you should care to change rotors 
with the hopper full of powder you don’t 
have to empty the hopper. Back off the 
thumb screw that holds the measure to 
the mounting bracket, remove the 
measure, check that the hopper cover is 
on tight and set the measure down up-

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side down. Back off the allen screw that 
acts as the rotor stop and remove the 
rotor. Replace the rotor with the desired 
size and reverse the above procedure. 

All charges should be checked with a 
scale initially when setting up to reload 
because of slight difference in powder 
lots. By the way, the hopper cover can 
also be used as a primer tray. One or two 
slight bumps on the reloading bench 
and all primers are anvil up for inspec- 
tion and priming. The measure is priced 
at $18.95 and is supplied with one rotor. 
Extra rotors are $3.25. This is a well 
designed and well made little powder 
measure that the pistol reloader will find 
a joy to use. 

The following may be of limited in- 
terest to some, but offers some insight 
into the technicalities in the designing 
of, and use of, modern electronic 
chronographs. 

The Skyscreens used as detectors 
with the Oehler Research model 33 
chronotach are at times troubled with a 
condition called glint. We have ex- 
perienced this problem during shooting 
tests, although not often. It was ex- 
perienced with a cloudless sky with 
bright sunlight behind us and high. By

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shielding with something that will cast a 
shadow over the light opening in the 
skyscreens the problem has been easy 
to eliminate. 

Glint is a problem only with certain 
combinations of bullet shapes, sun 
angle and shooting direction resulting in 
the tiny electric eye being fooled. The 
electric eye expects to see a shadow or 
dark spot from the tip of the bullet. 
Reflection from the bullet caused by the 
bright sunlight can cancel out the 
shadow and we get an “error” readout. 
No harm done, other than a non- 
recorded shot being fired. 

Oehler recommends that the orange 
skyscreens be painted black. Tape over 
the light opening to prevent paint get- 
ting inside on the electric eye and paint 
it black with any type of paint. This will 
eliminate most of the problem by stop- 
ping the light reflected by the bright 
orange color of the outer plastic housing 
of the skyscreen. If you have a unit made 
by Oehler, you can order a new black 
plastic case for your skyscreens. They 
come with instructions for making the 
change over.

They 
have one redeeming advantage - they 
have worked when all else failed’. As 
stated above, glint has not been any 
great problem, and perhaps we have had 
less problems than those who are using 
the skyscreens in the southern states 
where the sun is higher.

From The Workbench 


by Fred Sinclair

In the past couple of years | have en- 
countered more barrel fouling problems 
than in the past. 

Numerous customers and fellow 
shooters have mentioned the occur- 
rence of the same problem. 

| have had customers mention that 
they feel the problem lies in one 
make of barrel but when inquiring | find 
that this is not the case. 

Complaints of fouling have come from 
customers using barrels by all the major 
benchrest barrel makers. 

Normally | would dismiss most of 
these complaints if they were not com- 
ing from ‘‘dyed-in-the-wool’’ bench 
shooters. 

Knowing that most bench shooters do 
use proper cleaning techniques and that 
all makes of barrels are involved | felt 
that the problem must lie either in bullet 
jackets or cleaning solvents. 

| ran a brief test on several lots of 
bullets | have and dismissed the bullet 
jacket theory. 

In my own mind this left bore solvents, 
maybe with the exception of powder 
residue. 

Knowing that most rifles are cleaned 
with Hoppes | began to wonder if maybe 
there hadn't been some change in the 
ingredients of our old standby. 

We have seen a drastic change in the 
quality of Hoppes other cleaning compo- 
nents, such as brushes, so | decided to 
run some comparison tests on several of 
the cleaning solvents. 


In order to get an even comparison | 
used a good stainless steel barrel cham- 
bered for 6mm Remington. 

Forty rounds of good stiff loads, using 
the softer jacketed hunting bullets, were 
fired just as fast as | could possibly feed 
them. 

| then cut the barrel into ten lengths so 
that | would have one “barrel” for each 
solvent. 

Gathering up all the commercial sol- 
vents | could easily acquire | came up 
with: 

Hoppes No. 9 

Hoppes No. 9 plus for black powder 

Birchwood Casey H.D. solvent 

Birchwood Casey No. 77 black powder 
solvent 

Marbles Nitro solvent 

Williams bore solvent 

Williams black powder solvent 

JSI 300 bore solvent 

Outters bore solvent 


Using a separate brush for each sol- 
vent | scrubbed each stub with a wet 
brush followed by three wet patches and 
three dry patches. 

| noticed, while doing this that the 
Hoppes No. 9 Plus and the Birchwood 
Caseys No. 77 really remove the powder 
fouling. The first few patches after 
brushing came out with a lot of black 
““mud’’ on them, | expect this is powder 
fouling as these two solvents are for 
black powder. 

After this cleaning the bores of each

stub were inspected, as best | could, for 
comparison of the cleaning effect. 

For copper removal qualities the first 
five ranked; 
Hoppes No. 9 
Birchwood Caseys No. 77 
Birchwood Caseys H.D. solvent 
Marbles Nitro solvent 
Outters Bore solvent 

| noted, however, that the stubs that 
had been cleaned with the black powder 
solvents showed less ‘‘gray’’ streaking 
in the lands than those cleaned with 
regular solvents. | assume this “gray” 
streaking to be powder fouling. 

The stubs were then patched with a 
wet patch and left to ‘‘soak”’ for two 
days. 


After the soaking period they were 
wiped dry and inspected again to see 
what improvements had occured in the 
copper fouling. 

Rankings were; 

Hoppes No. 9 

Birchwood Caseys H.D. bore solvent 
Marbles Nitro solvent 

JSI 300 

Outters Bore solvent 

Hoppes No. 9 had removed about all 
traces of copper but still showed some 
“gray” streaking in the lands as did the 
other four. 

The black powder solvents showed lit- 
tle or no improvement in copper fouling 
but they are not formulated for that type 
cleaning. 

It all boiled down to the fact that good 
old Hoppes No. 9 was still the copper 
removing champ among the commercial 
solvents | checked out. 

| was troubled, however, that none of 
the solvents did a complete job of clean- 
ing; what removed the powder fouling 
didn’t do much for copper fouling and 
the stubs that came clean of copper still 
showed the gray streaking. 

| then took another ‘‘stub” that hadn't 
been cleaned, scrubbed it with Birch- 
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wood Caseys No. 77 black powder sol- 
vent followed by two wet patches of the 
same and a dry wipe. 

At this point | went to work on it with 
Hoppes No. 9 in the normal fashion. 
When wiped dry | found a very noticea- 
ble improvement in the bore appearance 
over any of the prior stubs. 

After it went through the 2 day ‘‘soak- 
ing” with Hoppes No. 9 it came out nice 
and bright with no signs of any fouling. 

Thinking that this might have been a 
fluke | went to my personal collection 
and picked out two rifles that have given 
me fouling problems. 

One was a varmint rifle in a 22 caliber 
wildcat and the other a Dan Wesson 
revolver with a 10” barrel. 

The revolver is used for silhouette 
shooting which requires a 40 round 
course of fire with no intervals for clean- 
ing. 

Both, to shoot well, require powder 
charges that | would rather not talk 
about and they both load-up rapidly. 

One thing that adds to the revolver 
problem is that no one | know of makes a 
pistol brush, in any caliber, that is really 
worth the effort of screwing on a 
cleaning rod. (Unless you use one of the 
new ‘‘trick’’ stainless steel brushes that 
will really clean them out, lands and all.) 

Anyway, both were fired and cleaned 
in the described fashion, with B-C black 
powder solvent followed by Hoppes No. 
9. | honestly can say it made a very 
noticeable improvement in the way they 
cleaned up. 

Since then | have been cleaning eve- 
rything with this routine and feel it is an 
improvement. 

| have alternated this routine with 
other makes of black powder solvents 
but it appears that the Birchwood Casey 
black powder solvent is as good as, or 
better than, the others | ‘“‘played”’ with. 

A brief comparison test of the solvents 
was made by soaking a tarnished bullet 
jacket in each for a week. The results 
pointed to what | had already found with 
my barrel stubs. Most of the regular bore 
solvents appeared to have an etching 
effect while the black powder solvents 
appeared only to work on the tarnish. 

| also tried mixing the solvents but 
most didn’t mix well and the results 
didn’t seem to show any improvement 
over the two solvent system. 

It does add another step to the drudg- 
ery of cleaning but it sure improves the 
end results.

After exposure to benchrest shooting, 
and to relevant gunsmithing and 
research, | went back to position shoot- 
ing and | reviewed and accurized my 
Anschutz Super Match 22 Ir. rifle. | bed- 
ded the action, checked the bore with a 
borescope and checked the rear sight 
with a dial indicator. To my examination 
everything was OK. At that point | in- 
stalled a proven BR scope of 24 power 
and made several tests at 50 meters, 
shooting from a bench with conven- 
tional BR equipment and bags. 

| used match ammunition such as 
RWS R-50, Eley Tenex and Winchester 
Golden Match but | was surprised to find 
out that my gun was delivering, at 50 
meters, groups of ten shots between 
.230 and .290. At this point a few ques-

The best 22 rim fire rifles of match 
grade in the 15 lb. class, with the best 
ammunition mated to the rifle, will do ex- 
actly what yours is doing. That is stay 
below 3/4 minute of angle. Nevertheless, 
it is sometimes difficult to find ammuni- 
tion of this quality. 

Barrel vibration in a 22 rim fire barrel 
is extremely important. In order to 
reduce the vibration frequency, extra 
weight at the muzzle end is desirable. 
For this reason cylindrical barrel shapes 
are better than tapered barrels. The U.S. 
uses tapered barrels in all instances to 
improve appearances. On match rifles 
we use as little taper as possible to ac- 
complish the better appearance. 

| would suggest that when you change 
the barrel you ask for the same contour 
with an increased diameter. However, 
judging from the results you report, you 
should wait a while before replacing 
your barrel. 

22 rim fire match barrels have an 
average groove diameter of .222’’ and 
bore of .217’’. The twist is usually 16” per 
turn. Excepting the .22 Hornet, 22 C.F. 
barrels have a groove diameter of .224” 
minimum and a bore of .219"" minimum. 
The twist is usually 14”’ per turn. A few 
15” twist barrels are in use in bench rest. 
The Hornet groove and bore in older ri- 
fles is smaller and the twist is 16”. Early 
rifles were 22 rim fire groove and bore. 
Some later ones are made to center fire 
dimensions but with 16” twist.

The Australian Scene 


Again this month | would like to con- 
tinue bringing the readers up to date on 
items from the National Benchrest meet- 
ing. 

It was resolved to encourage Juniors 
by reducing the entry fee for them. A 
second resolution to award medals to 
the first three Junior shooters at a Na- 
tional Championship was defeated. 

Hunter Class has come into its own as 
it was resolved that records be estab- 
lished and back dated to 1975 when they 
were first included in the National 
Championship events. Record certifi- 
cates will be issued to shooters back to 
that date. 

A Benchrest Hall of Fame was pro- 
posed and endorsed. The Point Score 
for entry is under discussion to produce 
a formula that is equitable, will stand the 
test of time and not be a problem in 
future years and, most impcrtantly, 
reflect Australian priorities and in- 
fluences. The winning of entry into such 
a prestigeous group should not be easy 
but, by the same token, should not be 
made so impossible that it will defeat the 
purpose of having every shooter at a Na- 
tional Championship striving to gain 
points. The formula will have to reflect 
the Australian scene bearing in mind 
that we have a 4 Gun Aggregate not a3 
Gun as prevails stateside. Also range

aggregate wins in Australia do not 
generate as much enthusiasm as they 
appear to do in your country. Why | do 
not know so therefore | cannot even give 
an opinion. Every benchrester’s ambi- 
tion at the outset of a National Cham- 
pionship is to appear in the top ten in the 
4 Gun Aggregate and much midnight oil 
is burnt on the night following the Heavy 
Varmint to establish if one has a chance 
at the 4 Gun. Those who have no chance 
willingly lend rifles and components so 
that those on the firing line can compete. 
Those who have achance to finish in the 
Top Ten pinch another day from the 
boss, willingly accept the offer of loaned 
equipment and generally scrounge 
enough gear to get their 100 shots to the 
targets in Experimental - such is the im- 
portance placed on the 4 Gun in Aussie 
benchrest circles. 

Just to prove the point to myself | ap- 
proached benchresters within my own 
State and 95% stated they would prefer 
to run 3rd in the 4 Gun than win a range 
aggregate. The reason given was that 
consistency is the name of the game and 
to finish in the Grand Aggregate after 4 
classes would be far more consistent 
than winning a range aggregate on the 
first day and never being sighted on the 
result sheet again. 

This quest for the 4 Gun has also led

to the strength of the Experimental 
class. Without the need to shoot in the 
class to stay in the 4 Gun | feel sure it 
would have died down to a dedicated 
few many years ago. There are more Ex- 
perimental rifles every year and while 
the need is there the class will continue 
to grow and flourish. 

New fire orders were also discussed 
and to maintain our own identity in the 
benchrest world the Committee decided 
not to adopt the load and lock orders 
verbatum from the U.S. Rule Books. The 
final wording is still to be finalized but in 
essence revolves around the fact that no 
bolts are to be in rifles prior to the Com- 
mence Fire being given to the shooters 
and that a shooter who fires before the 
order shall be disqualified from the 
range aggregate, therefore the class ag- 
gregate and the 4 Gun or in the case of 
Varmint championships the 2 Gun. 

All the resolutions of the Benchrest 
meeting have been refered back to the 
State benchrest bodies for ratification 
and the final seal of approval will have to 
come from the S.S.A.A. National Con- 
ference which is the ruling body of all 
shooting, not only benchrest, that is 
conducted within S.S.A.A. That meeting 
is scheduled for 27-29th January, 1979 in 
Melbourne. Until next time.
